CUBAN CURIOSITIES. 


Peculiar Houses and Streets—Courting Un- 


, der Difficulties. 

Havana has no window-glass, no fire-places, 
no stoves, no chimneys, no carpets, and, just 
think of it, no boarding-houses. It also has, 
asa rule, no sidewalks and no sewers. In 
the old city proper it has some 
sewers. and no sidewalks. In the new 
part it has some sidewalks and no sewers. 
The sidewalks are not properly so called, for 
in most cases they are narrow stone ledges, 
twelve to eighteen inches wide, and intended

THE DAY AT THE POLLS. ~~ 
Scenes and Incidents—Observations of In- 
terest About the Streets—Cold Day for 

Socialists.

| DEFEAT OF PROHIBITION IN MICHIGAN. 
The prohibitory amendment submitted to 
the voters of Michigan was beaten by a ma- 


jority now estimated at 5,000 or 6,000 after 


a most desperate combat between the wets ” 
and “drys.” It was expected that the 
“dry “ amendment. would be carried by the 


in Iowa and Kansas, and free whisky be 
thus forced on the protesting cities; but 
Michigan has a large urban population and 
the voters were hostile to prohibition on pa 
per and untaxed rum in fact. The question 
was thoroughly discussed in Michigan on the 
lines of fact and reason rather than senti- 
mentalism. It was shown that the proposed 
amendment conferred no power over the 
liquor traffic on the Legislature that it does 
not now possess, but was rather in the nature 


of a restriction and limitation of power, and 


that it could not supply any community with a 
degree of prohibition not attainable under lo- 


cal option, but that it would certamly curse 


the principal cities of the Commonwealth by 
depriving them of their only feasible means 
of protection from free whisky—viz.: high. 
license and regulstion. The experience of 
other States was carefully canvassed and 
submitted to the voters of Michigan... It was 
shown that workmen in cities resisted every 
attempt to compel them to adopt the agr- 
cultural standard of sobriety and self-denial ; 
that they dominated the municipalities in 


sympathizers and agents in local offices would 
hamstring the statute and set the liquor 
traffic free from all control in the very places 
where some degree of repression was most 
urgently needed. The experience of Iowa 
was cited as strongly in point. With an im- 
mense majority in the country districts in 
favor of prohibition that State breaks out in 
places like Dubuque, Davenport, and Council 
Bluffs in fever spots of free whiskyism, and 
the lowest doggeries flourish unrestrained by 
80 much asa dime of taxation. Michigan has 
declared against repeating any such ex- 
periences. 

The proposed constitutional amendment 
could not add one jot to the power of the Leg- 
islature to furnish prohibition to every local- 
ity desiring it, but would inevitably have 
turned the large cities over to free whisky. 
After rejecting impracticable prohibition for 
cities Michigan can do something further in 
the way of feasible reform by strengthening 
the present license law according to the plan 
of the Illinois statute, which supplies prohi- 
bition to every locality desiring it while arm- 
ing the cities with their only available weapon 


to do under theocircumstances is to impose a 
$1,000 tax on saloofis in all cities and coun- 
ties which under a local option law do not 
adopt prohibition. The rural districts can 
then have what they want—prohibition and 
drug-store saloons—and the cities what they 
need badly enough—fewer saloons and closer 


restraints on the traffic, while not tyranni- 
| cally attempting by indirection to prevent 


the majority from indulging in stimulants. 


- CINCINNATI ELECTION. 

The Republicans made a narrow escape 
from defeat in Cincinnati on the Mayoralty, 
the vote being: Smith (Rep.) 17,953, Mat- 
son (Dem.) 11,851, Stevenson (Labor) 17,326; 
Smuth’s plurality 627. | 

Mayor Smith had rendered himself un- 
popular with some elements of his party and 
ran behind his ticket pretty badly, as will be 
seen by the pluralities for the other Repub- 
lican candidates—viz.: F. W. Moore, Judge 
of Superior Court, 2,308; T. F. Horstman, 
City Solicitor, 1,765; A. F. Bohrer, Treas- 
urer, 2,959; J. A. Caldwell, Judge of Police 
Court, 3,545; J. C. Schwartz, Prosecuting At- 
torney of the Police Court, 3,537; Emil Rehse, 
Clerk of the Police Court, 1,954. 

On the average ticket the Republican vote 
was 18,755, against 16,373 for the Labor aud 
12,000 for the Democratic ticket. The Labor 
party drew from the Republicans—mostly 
Germans—about 6,700 votes, and from the 
Democrats 9,700 votes—mostly Irish. The 
Labor party leaders professed to be extraor- 
dinarily conservative in their purposes, public- 
ly repudiating all afiJiation with Georgeism, 
Socialism, or Anarehy, and placed at the 
head of their ticket a man who has been a 
respected and influential Republican. By 
this time next year they will not take the 
trouble to deny Socialism or Georgeism, and 
they will only thinly disguise their sym- 
pathies with Anarchy. They are in but the 
first stages of Socialistic measles, but the dis- 
ease will progress and deepen, and a year 
hence the conservative Democrats will have 
fused with the Repubheans in self-defense 
against the common enemy of the rights of 
property and person.

FOOLISH OPPOSITION TO DRAINAGE BILLS 

Tomorrow the special legislative commit 
tee appointed to investigate the subject of 
Chicago drainage will hoid its last session 
previous to submitting its report to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The usual number of alarm- 
ists and lobbyists will be on hand, of course, 
with their alleged arguments, theories, and 
“facts,” all tending to confuse the commt 
tee and to prevent that body from arriving at 
any rational or logical conclusion on the ques- 
tion atissue. And yet the subject is simple 
enough in itself. 

Chicago merely wants to send its sewage 
in a more highly diluted and wholly innocuous 
form through a much larger channel than 


| the canab that is used at the present time. 


Chicago and suburbs propose to pay for the 
cutting of the channel and all expenses con- 


| nected therewith, and to cut it in such a way 
| that no property interests along the route 


will suffer, but on the contrary that every 


legitimate interest shall be well served and 


benefited. 
No sooner is this proposal made, however, 
than some fanatical or ill-informed or selfish 


people at Joliet and other places above the 
| mouth of the Kankakee cry out that Chicago 


| is going to poison them with its sewage, as 
though the sewage had not flowed through 
the canai for forty years, and the people 
below the mouth of the Kankakee along the 
proposed route affect to be alarmed because 
Chicago is going to drown them out in the 
spring by turning ite alleged flood waters 
down on them! While as a matter of fact 


the proposed ditch will not carry one-twen- 


tieth of the load that nature sends past La 
Salle every spring. 

The alarm in both instances 18 without 1 
shadow of reason or fact to justify it. In- 
stead of trying to “poison” the people of 
Joliet with sewage exhalations, or to spread 
pestilence among them, Chicago proposes to 
abate the nuisance of which they complain. 
The canal carries the sewage of Chicago past 
Johet now in an insuffleiently diluted state, 
and will conti ‘to do so until the larger 
ditch is dug. proposes to sufficiently 


} dilute its sewage by increasing the water 


which conveys it several fold and increasing 
the rapidity of the current threefold. And 
in relation to the valley below the mouth of 
the Kankakee, Chicago will not add one gal- 
lon to fts flood waters in spring. On the con- 
trary, a part of the flood waters of the Des- 
plaines will flow imto the lake through the 
Chicago River unless the talked-of channel 
from the Desplaines to the lake, via Bowman- 


ville, be constructed to divert it into the lake 


up there. 

There has been so much chatter about 
diverting the flood waters of the Upper Des- 
plames into the lake opposit Bowmanville in 


| connection with the drainage bills that the 


people of Joliet and of the Illinois Valley 
have thought that the project was determined 
on for their protection and that the proposi- 
tion was put forward to conciliate them. 
Nothing of the kind; the proposed diversion 
was for the protection of Chicago, so that the 
Desplaines flood should not rise above the 
„divide“ at Summit and turn towards this 
city, as it does now every spring. Incident- 
ally, of course, the people of the valley will 
derive benefit from the diversion. These are 
facts which the committee should bear in 
mind tomorrow. The alarmists cannot con- 
fute them. They may exaggerate, and in- 
dulge even in worse things than exaggera- 
taons, and may be able to defeat the meas- 
ures under consideration by lies and mis- 
representation, but they will have neither 
facts, nor logic, nor justice on their side. 
And Joliet and the towns below it will gain 
nothing by their YWog-in-the-manger course. 
By preventing Chicago from abating the al- 
leged sewage nuisance by copious dilution 
they will have no right to complain thereof, 
no matter now offensive it may become. 

With such a steady stream of water as 
Chicago proposes to send down the valley 
the sewage would become absolutely inoffen- 
sive to nose or eye; and yet with blind 
fatuity, if not with absolute ignorance and 
stupidity, a portion of the people of Joliet 
are fighting the very measure which will en- 
tirely remove the evils of which they now 
complain, supposing them to exist. 

Suppose, as we have once before said, they 
shoula succeed im defeating the bills, how 
much better off would they be? The situation 
would then remain unchanged from what it is 
now. Instead of having a flood of pure innoe- 
uous water passing through their valley they 
would have the same sewage water in winter 
which they now allege is so offensive and un- 


healthy. They would continue on with the 


foul water instead of an abundance of pure 
water which they might have had, and which 
Chicago is willing to send them free of ex- 
pense. 

But suppose tha they should carry out 
their threat unhindered to fill up the canal in 
defiance of the law of 1865, which provides 
for the widening and pening of the canal, 
so as to cleanse the C River and find 
outlets for the sewage, how much better off 
would they be? Six months in the year the 
Desplaines River would be a shallow brook 
or stagnant, stinking rivulet, into which the 
sewage of the twenty or thirty thousand in- 
habitants of Joliet, as well as the peniten- 
tiary, would drain, and remain there, as 
there would be no current to take it off. Of- 
fensive stenches creating disease would re- 
sult. 

Since the diversion of the lake water to 
Joliet thro the canal in 1870 its manufactur- 
ing facilities have been greatly increased by 
the water-power it created, adding thou- 
sands to the population of the place. On 
the one hand; with the canal closed they

THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 

The strike of the carpenters in this city 
has hitherto attracted but little attention, a 
more important issue being at stake. The 
election is now over, and the strike will 
come to the front, if not speedily settled, as a 
question of vital interest to very many be- 
sides those actually engaged in it. The un- 
derstanding is that the other building trades 
will strike if the carpenters are successful, 
and this would involve a demand that the 
cost of erecting buildings in and near Chi- 
cago be increased something like 25 per cent 
from the prices paid last year. This is in- 
evitable, as the cost of the structure is in 
very large part made up of the compensa- 
tion received by the various workers in pre- 
paring the material and putting it in place 
where wanted. The clay im the bank, the 
stone in the quarry, the lumber in the forest, 
and the iron in the mine are worth very little 
so long as they stay there. The transforma- 
tion from the comparatively valueless condi- 
tion to the phase of usefulness in the finished 
building is effected entirely by labor. The 
ultimate value is determined by the cost of 
that labor and the expenses that attend its 
supervision and direction. A general ad- 
vance in the price to be paid for a given 
quantity of labor simply means that the 
structure will cost that much more, if erected 
at all. 

The probability is that a concessian of the 


advance demanded by the carpenters and of 


that to be demanded by the others would re- 
sult in a great reduction of building and very 
marked diminution of the demand for that 
labor. Present conditions warrant the ex- 
pression of grave fears that this will be the 
ease. The inducements to erect business 
blocks during the coming summer are smaller 
tyears. The 
number of offices and ms appear to 
be in excess of the present requirement, 
though well-informed parties estimate that 
the one may catch up with the other by or 


| before next spring. Residence buildings of 


the best class also promise to be put up spar- 
ingly this season, and if the cost is 
much enhanced the decline will be great. 
The demand will be chiéfty for factories 
and cheap dwellings for those of moderate 
means, the latter to be erected mostly in the 
suburbs. But in both these cases the con- 
templated advance would very much discour- 
age the investment of capital in them. The 
manufacturer would be tempted to seek a lo- 
cation at some other point, as the packers are 
reputed to be doing already, and the conse- 
quence would be simply a build up of 
other cities and towns at the expense 6f Chi- 
cago, the monéy being sent where there is a 
prospect that it could be used without so 
much dictation from executive committees of 
secret lodges and their walking delegates as 
is possible here. 

The dwelling-houses referred to will be 
erected, if at all, for persons who are 
to a very large extent wage-workers 
themselves. It wil de a question with 
them whether or not they can afford to pay 
the increased cost, and they will be tempted 
to refrain from doing so by the hope that the 
operation can be performed more cheaply if 
they wait till another season. The induce- 
ment to defer would be all the stronger be- 
cause accompanied by a perceptible decrease 
in the renting value of property, as many of 
the strikers must seek homes elsewhere, and 
thousands of others would follew in their 
train on account of the impossibility of Chi- 
cago Manufacturers competing with those of 
other cities in the sale of their product. 
That fact has already loomed up prominently 
in some of the trades as a result of the 
strikes of: last year, and a further attempt to 
force the fighting may result in the discovery 
that the strikers have been equally foolish 
with the woman who killed the goose that 


J laid the golden eggs. 


Even if it were possible to avoid this dire 
catastrophe and obtain full work at tne ad- 
vanced wages asked, the workers would still 
be no better off, except for a very brief 
period. A rise in their wages would place 
other workers at such a disadvantage that 
they must perforce strike too, and then the 
situation would at the best simply read, 
„Higher wages, with more to be paid out for 
everything purchased with the money.” It 
is so strange the discontents cannot see this! 
It is almost beyond belief that they fail to 
recognize striking for n universal advance in 
wages with a hopeof bettering their condi- 
tion as equally foolish with the effort of a 
man to lift himself by tugging away at his 
own boot straps. 


Tae New York Legislature has appro- 
priated $500,000 for the improvement of 
the Erie Canal. Gov. Hill did not sign

If the money is 
judiciously expended it will be a good invest- 
ment for that State, and certainly for the 
entire West.

Any improvement in 
canal facilities is a National benefit, extend- 
ing alike to the producing West and the con- 
suming East.

Mr. WRIOonr's bill recently passed into law 
providing that in case of school elections where 
the territory in which any such election takes 
place embraces any part of such eity, village, or

How to Find Easter.

I notice that Easter comes fifteen days earlier 
this year than last. Please explain why they 
are of different dates. A SUBSCRIBER. 

[The rule for finding Easter is to take the Sun- 
day next follow the date of the first full moon 
after March 21. If that full moon falls on a 
Sunday, then Easter is the next Sunday after it. 
As there are twelve lunations in eleven days less 
than a year the date of Easter may be said to 
jump about i larly within a range of thirty- 
five days. The full moon of last year happened 
April 18, which was Sunday, and Easter Sunday 
was April B, the latest date ssidle under the 
present ment. The Easter full moon of 
this year will fall on Thursday next, April 7, 
which is eleven days earlier than last year, and 
April 10 will be Easter Sunday.] :

All the 
corsages, including those of the most formal 
receptions, have well defined sleeves, and 
the low necks will show but a very moderate

shoulders. Her wedding-gown is of thickly- 
coated gros de Naples. The narrow pleated 
court train is over four yards long; near the 
tournure it is shaped into two small wings on 
which the long point of the corsage rests. 
This heavy train and the front drapery are 
softened in effect by an underskirt made en- 
tirely of Mahnes illusion, thickly quilled at 
the lower edge, then twisted into bands and 
bows whose graceful turns are Mme.

A BUSSIAN “IRON MAS.“ 


The Czar Pardons Mrs. Blackford’s Lover, 
the Grand Duke Nicolas. 

Breruin, April 4—The Grand Duke Paul, 
the youngest brother of the Czar, has just 
been nced to his cousin, the eldest daugh- 
ter of ‘the King of Greece. This marriage 
will be the cause, I hear, of the reappearance 
in public of a certain member of the Russian 
imperial family of whom no one has heard 
for the last six or seven years, and who really 
may be looked upon in the light of the famous 
Iron Mask.” uring the reign of the late 
Czar the eldest son of the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine, his brother, fell a victim to the wiles 


of an American adventuress, who styled her- 


self Fanny Lear, but who was better known 
in the United States, and particularly at Phil- 
adeiphia, as Mrs. Blackford. Led away by 
the guilty passion which this woman inspired, 
the young Grand Duke actually went so far 
as to steal diamonds belonging to his mother 
and ornaments from the family chapel to 
present them to the courtesan. The Em- 
peror Alexander had the adventuress con- 
— . to the Russian frontier by the 
police, and, notwithstanding all the en- 
treaties and representations of his 
brother Constantine, deprived his guilty 
nephew of his military rank, struck his name 
off the list of imperial Princes, and exiled 
him in some unknown spot in the Caucasus. 
It seemed as if all recollection of the young 
Graud Duke was destined to be effaced for- 
ever. Since the accession of Alexander I. 
both the Grand Duke Constantine and his 
wife repeatedly entreated for their son’s for- 
giveness. But unfortunately the young man, 
who had already shown some traces of de- 
mentia, further incurred the anger of the 
present Czar within a few months of his ac- 
cession by contracting a marriage with the 
daughter of the Postmaster of the village in 
which he wasinterned. The Postmaster was 
suspected of Nihilism. and about the same 
time that the marriage became known proofs 
of his guilt as a conspirator were obtained. 
The marriage was declared null and void by 
the Czar, the Postmaster and his daughter 
were ship off to Siberia, and the young 
Grand Duke was placed in close confinement. 
Hitherto the Emperor has proved inexorable 
to the entreaties of his uncle and aunt. Now 
however, their grandchild, the daughter of 
ueen Olga of Greece, is about to become the 
zar’s sister-in-law, and she has beg as a 
boon from him her uncle's pardon. The Em- 
peror has granted her request, and thus at 
the marriage festiviti which will take 
iace this summer, the Grand Duke Nicolas 
nstantinowitch will make his reappear- 
at the courts of Russia and Greece.

GEN. BLACK ON THE RAMPAGE. 


Discharging Forty-eight Indianians at One 
. Fell Stroke, 

Wasmxorox, D. C., April 3.—The “ phys- 
ical wreck” at the head of the Pension Of- 
fice, called otherwise John C. Black, may be 
“incapable of any effort when he wants to 
secure for himself a pension greater than 
that paid to any other soldier, but he is a 
mighty lively “ wreck” when he has a chance 


to vent his indignant hatred of Republicans 
ough to be placed 


upon those unfortunate 7 

under his official charge. For some time now 
Gen. Black has assidvously devoted his time, 
not to improving the discipline and efficiency 
of his bureau, which needs both sadly, but 
to weeding out Republicans. In this con- 
geniai task the maimed and crippled soldiers 
seem to have been the especial object of the 
Commissioner’s ‘pernicious activity.“ They 
were the first to be singled out as his vic- 
tims. It would be a weary task to follow the 
catalog which makes up the record of dis- 
charges in the Pension 
year. I will confine myself to a few con- 
spicuous examples only, which occurred 
within the last week or two, and which fear 
of instant dismissal alone has until now pre- 
vented the colleagues of the unfortunate 
men still remaining in office from making 
generally known, : 

It is a thing Oren? of note that Gen. 
Black, whenever posgible, fills the vacancy 
created through the dismissal of a Union sol- 
dier by the appointment of an ex-Rebel. It 
seems to give him pleasure. It is like addin 
so much insult to injury. Thus he dischar 
the other day Mr. Curtis, as brave a soidier 
as ever shouldered musket in defense of the 
Union. Mr. Curtis had upon his body the 
scars of four bullets. One of these passed 
through his lungs and left him a consumptive. 
‘Upon his wages earned in the Pension Bureau 
depended a large family. But all this went 
for nothing in the eyes of the “ physical 
wreck.” r. Curtis was perhaps not wreck 
enough. Even the remonstrances of the 
commander of Lincoln Post No. 8, of which 
Curtis was a member, availed nothing. Gen. 
Black refused to interfere or suspend his “ per- 
nicious activity in the case, saying that the 
„pressure for places from all sides was too 
great. Hecouldn’t withstand it. The place 
of Curtis, the wounded veteran, was filied by 
an able-bodied and presumably “ unrecon- 
structed Rebel,“ McCandish by name. 

John Richmond, a one-legged soldier, was 
dismissed last week. There were no charges 


against him. He was not even considered an 


‘offensive partisan,“ but his place was 
wanted, and I suppose that by this time a 
Rebel who prates about having returned to 
his father’s house and come to stay“ fills it. 
The pay of a one-armed soldier, Cress by 
name, was reduced $400 at about the same 
time, and the salary of another one-armed 
soldier, whose name I am not at liberty to 

ive for the present, cut down from $1,600 to 


1,200. 

It is this singling out of loyal Union sol- 
diers as his victims which makes Gen. Black’s 
official conduct so despicable and stamps him 
when he goes about the country telling con- 
fiding army posts of his love forthe soldier 
as the monumental humbug of the Adminis- 
tration. But he achieved the pinnacle of his 
fame as an active wreck’’ yesterday when 
he discharged by one stroke of his pen, with- 
out a moment’s warning, forty-eight clerks, 
most of them veterans, and all, it is said, 
from Indiana. What made se drastic a move 
necessary at this time does not appear, ex- 
cept it be the Administration’s promise to re- 
Ww Democratic workers in Indiana. It cer- 
tainly could not have been lack of work, for 
only a little more than a month ago Gen. 
Black was beseeching Congress to give him a 
greater number of clerks se that he could 
quick pay. the poor veterans of the Mexi- 
can War. ver since, as everybody knows, 
he has been deploring the parsimony of Con- 
gress and calling heaven to witness that he 
meant todo right by the Soutbfern people 
who fought in that war. Gen. Black thinks 
probably that he can make these wholesale 
discharges with impunity now that the Sen- 
ate is not in session and Gen. Harrison is no 
longer a member of the committee which in- 
vestigated the truth of the monstrous charges 
which he saw fit to make against. his vrede- 
cessor in a public document, without che re- 
motest scintilla even of a proof or evidence 
of any kind. That committee, by the way, 
has not reported yet, and may determine to 
overhaul the physical wreck’’ once more 
before it gets through with him.

The Pension-Office is the only public office 
in Washington where newspaper correspond- 
ents are required to exhibit a pass before be- 
ing admitted after 2 o’ciock. To reach thé 
presence of the Commissioner isas hazard- 
ous an undertaking as to seek an interview 
with the Grand Llama. It is such silly rules 
and performances which make Gen. Black 
the laughing-stock of the town and have 
earned for him the sobriquet of the. monu- 
mental humbug of the Administration. 


CORRUPTION IN TENNESSEE. 


Bribes Openly Offered to Secure Legislation 
—An Investigation Probable. 

NasHVILLE, Tenn., April 1.—A great sensa- 
tion has been created by the discovery of 
considerable crookedness in connection with 
legislation during the late session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Not only were the bills 
taxing insurance companies and authoriz- 
ing natural-gas companies to lay pipes and 
enjoy other privileges stolen and al- 
tered after they had passed one 
House, but various bills introduced myste- 
riously disap ed. James A. Harris, the 
Clerk of the Senate, stated today that a cer- 
tain lawyer had offered him $1,000 to secure 
the defeat of the bill, and that he had resent- 
ed the insult by drawing arevolver and or- 
dering the attorney to leave the room. Mr. 
Harris was also ofiered several hundred dol- 
lars to get the bill to repeal the act prohibit- 
ing the playing of base-ball undays 
passed.. A memberof the Senate said that 


} the passage of the bill to reheve druggists 


from the payment of taxes aggregating sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars cost $6,000. An 
attempt was made by voting the names of 
absent members to ~ the bill authorizing 
pool selling and book betting on races run in 
other States, but the fraud was discovered 
in time to bring about the defeat of the meas- 


ure. 

Senator McDowell stated today that what 
he had said on the floor of the Senate about 
corrupt means being ey ays to carry 
through certain legislation he stood ready to 
prove by furnishing names and facts. A Sen- 
ator replied that such assertions were be- 
coming a disgrace to the Senate and to those 
who made them. Mr. McDowell reiterated 
his charges, and said if an investigating 
committee was created he stood ready to fur- 
nish names and the evidence. The commit- 
tee was not called for, and the matter ended. 
There is a general demand for an investiga- 
tion that will lead to the exposure of the men 
who were engaged in such practices, and it 
is thought parties interested will take steps 
to secure it.

While the soup is quite hot, a tablespoonful 
of auchovy sauce, and it must not come to a 
boil after these additions, lest it curdle, 
which rapid stirring will prevent. Makea 
browned floor for the bottom of the tureen of 
three teaspoonfuls of fiour and sufficient but- 
ter, stir toa smooth, unctuous paste, over 
this finely crumble a French foll, then the 
soup is po over and served. 

A rich potted cheese is exceedingly appe- 
tizing when carefully prepared by well pound- 
ing six ounces of rich cheese, add one ounce 
and a half of fresh butter, a teaspoonful of 
white powdered sugar, some powdered mace, 
and a large wineglass of very strong white 
wine; mix all together, then press down in 
a deep pot to keep in readiness for use. The 
quantity of each ingredient cap be increased 
as needed. 

A déjeuner or cold collation should sur- 
prise, dazzle, enchant. Men are never so 
agreeable as when their appetite and eyes are 
equally gratified by a successful collation 
and the presence of agreeable women. But 
men cannot be made to coquet altogether 
with sweets. They need a pasty, game pies 
for example, Périgord partridge pie, cold or 
hot. There are many phantasmagorial ex- 
periments that do not deserve the name of 
meat pie or pasties—tasteless compounds sug- 

stive of nightmare, dyspepsia, needing the 

igestion of an ostrich. Old Aunt Dina 
says: The people up Norf needn’t be one 
bit ’fraid to eat a rabbit pie de way dey make 
it down yere, as it suttenly does taste like 
*possum !”’ Season the rabbit with white pep- 
per, 3 and little mace and nutmeg, lemon 
peel, a little curry powder, and a trifle of 
cayenne. Lay the rabbit, slices of ham, force- 
meat balls, one onion, and hard-boiled eggs, 
cut in slices, in layers and bake in a very 
light, delicate crust. Have in readinessa 
rich gravy made of a knuckle of veal, season 
with sweet herbs, mace, lemon-juice, and 
white pepper. This gravy must be put into 
the pie-dish cold, or as jelly, after clarifying 
it with the whites of two Ne (relieved of 
the meat) and straining it through a fine 
lawn sieve. The rabbit’s ribs are not to be 
used excepting to help make the gravy, and 
the legs are cut short. When ready for the 
table the dish must be bordered or surround- 
ed with little tartlets of stewed green- 
of stewed small fruit, cach only 
making one mouthful. 

These cooks of the old time scorn the idea 
of measuring anything. They take out just 
a little to taste it, but generally create their 
delicate dishes haphazard without a failure; 
economy with them is significant of poverty, 
and poverty is a crime. ey make delicious 
small pies of puff-paste filled with the giblets 
of chicken, duck, goose, turkey, stewed with 
a small quantity of water, black pepper, an 
onion, a carrot, a bay leaf or two, lemon-peel 
celery chips, 28 and wine. When co 
lay underneath a little slice of venison or 
ham, put the liquor or stew in a dish; then 
make the puff-paste and divide the compound 
into portions; after they are baked pour into 
each a teacupful or less of cream, and serve 
cold. Aunt Dinah says she will. “study” 
(think) the best and richest way to cook pos- 
sum next. 

Avery delicate French liqueur is macaroni 
cordial. It is little known out of France, but 
may be made by carefully following these 
instructions: Put in half a pint of spirits of 
wine half an ounce of the oil of bitter al- 
monds; shake it up two or three times a day 
for three days; infuse the above for ten days 
with one ounce of Spanish angelica root in 
three gallons of brandy, one hm of the 
essence of lemon, three quarts of clarified 
sugar, two quarts of millefleur water, and 
five quarts of soft water; then filter the 
whole through a linen . This may be 
served in a cordial-glass full of broken 


ice. 
Filbert kisses are by no means contempt- 
ible. For these beat one pound of pulverized 
white sugar with the whites of eight eggs 
over a slow fire, until very light; then add 
four ounces of blanched filbe cut fine, lay 
them out on white paper, and bake in a slow 
oven. Sweet spice drops are delicate little 
accompen aor to the mulled wine or 
cordial. Mix cassia, grated nutmeg, mace, 
and cloves, of each one part, in quantity de- 
sired, to two parts of fine powdered sugar 
and sufficient honey to be not too thick, and 
bake in a manner similar to the kisses. 
Claret jeily is made by soaking an ounce of 
elatine in halfa pint of cold water, then 
oil it until it is dissolved, and add a quart of 
fine claret, a pint of currant jelly, three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar, and stir it over 
the fire until all is dissolved. Beat the whites 
of three eggs, stir them briskly into the jel- 
ly; continue the boiling for two minutes; 
take it off the fire, let it stand for two min- 
utes, then pass it through the bag. It should 
be perfectly clear, of the richest ruby color. 
The pretty red rose sugar,a delicious addi- 
tion to the dessert, is made of sixteen 
of white sugar with one part of powdered 
rose leaves, a few drops of attar of rose 
added, and cochineal for the tint.

Paris Dispatch to the London Nmes, March 


19: I was invited to be présent today at 
some telephone experiments between Paris 
and Brussels with 4 new apparatus known as. 
the micro-telephone push button.“ These 
experiments, which were made on behalf of 
of the two telegraphic departments of France 
and Belgium, produced a very lively impres-

As its name indicates, it has the form of an 
ordinary electric push button.

SENATOR-ELECT STOCKBRIDGE. 


A Chat with Him on General Topics—Mich- 
igan in 1888. 

Senator-elect F. B. Stockbridge of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., was at the Richeliey yesterday. Concern- 
ing the political situation in Michigan he said: 
“TI was surprised when I saw in TH& TRIBUNE 
this morning that the prohibition amendment 
had probably been carried by a fair majority. I 
hardly expected it to be carried. As a rule the 
cities and large towns voted against it, while the 
small townsand country districts voted for it, 
Whether or not the amendment is carried I 


think the thorough discussion of the sub- 
ject which marked the campaign will be 
a good thing for the temperance] cause. 
The danger is that weak and lukewarm laws will 
be passed by the Legislature and that the amend- 
ment will be really less effective than the pres- 
ent law. If the amendment has not passed the 
situation is not by any means bad. The present 
law practically amounts to local option and has 
peen fairly carried out. The temperance people 
are much in earnest, andif the amendment has 
not been carried they will turn their attention to 
seeing that the present laws are more strictly en- 
forced than ever.’ 

“The Republicans seem beyond doubt to have 
carried their entire State ticket!“ 

„O, yes; and here's 1. funny thing about it. 
Two years ago Thomas Cooley ran for Judge 
of the Supreme Court and was defeated bya 
large majority. At that time the Democratic pa- 
pers were outrageous in their abuse of him. They 
couldn't say too much 8 it too strong, and 
Cooley was defeated on the ground that he was a 
corporation lawyer. Now Cooley has been ap- 
pointed by a Democratic President as the head 
ofthe Inter-State Cemmission, and the same 
Democratic papers are loud in their expressions 
of a roval.
